Further, it was believed to 
quicken.the wits, and drive vapours from the 
head; altogether a most desirable gem to have 
about one’s person. Amethysts should certain- 
ly become fashionable. : 

Pearlswere administered in cases of consump- 
tion, and, when powdered, were recommended 
in ten-grain doses to strengthen the heart. 
Besides these virtues, they were believed to 
fortify the nerves, cure weak eyes, to keep the 
body sound from the decay of old age, and even | 
"'9 cordial to resist the plague, when taken in 
doses of six grains in water sweeteened with 
manna.” 

Amber was given to cure coughs and diseases 
of the head, while red coral was said to’be “an 
excellent purifier of the blood and good for the 
liver!” 

Jasper was employed by the early physicians 
as an astringent and a cure for epilepsy and 
stone, It is probable the wonderful, effects 
attributed to this stone were due more to the 
faith of the patient than to the substance itself. 

The beryl was said to help “defluxions of 
the throat,” and the sardonyx “to make men 
cheerful and avert melancholy."

cuyx, when worn round the neck, was believed 
to prevent epileptic fits, 

The opal was said to cure weak eyes, and the 
bloodstone was often carried by warriors to 
arrest bleeding from a wound.

BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT. 


Lau Yuk Lam, the debtor, who has recently 
regained bis freedom [rom gaol whither he was 
sent by the Chief Justice, to: reflect upon 
his conduct in c.mmitting contempt of court, 
appeared before Sir William Goodman this 
morning for his public examination at the 
hands ofthe Oficil Receiver, Quitea number 
of crediiws weie lepally represented, Mr. 
0. D. Thomson apearing on hebalf of Yu 
Chux Sang, who hind proved to the extent of 
$7,8:0, Mr, D’Almada -¢ Castro fepresenting 
Lau Sui Lan for a debt of $1,099, and Mr. 
P. W. Goldring attending in. the interests of 
Chau Yau and Shiu Yik, patiners in the 
firm of Sun Ting, who are creditors to the, 
extent ut 34,139 part of which is secured, 
while Mr. #1, W. Looker watched the case 
in the interests «(the debtor, a 

At the outset it transpired that Mr, Goldring 
had not provedthe dit said to be owing to 
his client, and, in consequence, Mr Lonker 
objected, pointing out thot Mr, Goldsing had no 
focus stands in the case. 

The Chief Justice, however, pointed out that 
Mr. Looker could. ot be heard ; all they could 
do was to see him. 

Mr. Looker submitted thal, while he had-no 
right to ask debtor any questions he was 
entitled to represent him, and pointed out, 
regarding Mr, Goldring, that any creditor who 
had tendered a proof, ar was represented, 
might question the debtor, 

Ms Lordship (to Mr. ‘Goldring): You do 
Not appear to be iu order unless you have some 
authority. : 

Mi. Goldring : 1 have no objection, my Lord. 
1 can put the questions through Mr. D'Almada. 

His Lordship: 1 am aftaid we myst be 
deprived of the pleasure of hearing you,.Mr. 
Goldring. 

Mr. Goldring: The matter is settled, my 
Lord. Ihave just received instructions from 
another creditor--Heung Mak ‘Hoi, who has 
proved to the extent of $30. 

His‘ Lordship: Have you authority in write 
ing ? 

Mr Goldring: No, my Lord; I have not. 

His Lordship i—According to the Act, a soli- 
citor who clainis to represent a creditor may be 
required to produce his authority in writing, 

Mr Looker,: ‘Those words are not in our Act. 

His Lordship (to Mr. Goldring): Is your 
chent ina Court? 

Mr. Galdting : Yes, my Lord. 

His Lordship: According to the English Act, 
any creditor who-has tendered a Proof, or his 
representative is authorised in writing, may 
question the debtor concerning his affairs, and 
the causes of his failure, Our Act has, “the 
Official Receiver and any creditor may take 
part in the examination of the debtor, 

Mr. Looker: Yes, if the man makes an affi- 
davit that he is a creditor or files a Proof on 
oath. ; 

His Lordship: The difficulty does not arise 
at the present mament, ‘ 

Mr, Looker: UT understand, according to the 
debtor these people are not creditors, 

A MAC\O OPIUM. FARM, 

The subject was then allowed to drop, and 
Mr. Bruce Shepherd proceeded with the tx- 
amination of debtor. In teply to his questions, 
Luu Yuk Lam said he was sole Proprietor of 
the On Hing firm, which was started by his 
father some thirty years ago. He had also had 
a business in Honolulu and started a Macao 
opium far, which has since failed owing to 
the heavy taxes, amounting to $160,002 a year, 
and to the smuggling of opium, and to the few 
Sales, : 

The Offical Keceiver:—Where does the 
smuggled opium come from? Is it smuggled 
from Hongkong ? ;
